It luis secmed to wany that the long delay in
bringing these offenders to teinl was unneces
sgry, il therefore consueible, ginee some part
of the value of punishment Is lost when §t s
ot prompt. Bt dendless the lnbor of prepa-
ration was considerable, amwl there 1 no present
advantage in complaining of a process which is
finally producipg excellent results,

These convietlons are of great value to the
community, for the reason that they convey o
the willing Instrmments of fraowd ot olections
thetr fest shorp warning thot thele vocation
a dngerous one 10 ds deploralile that the
more  fmperiant  rascals wirk
subordinates dil to order have not been legally
Identitied with the eries committed for their
benetit, but ir s far better that they should
learn a nseful lesson from the fate of others
than none ot all. We are not sangulne enongh
toosuppose that thelr moral sense will be sthn
ulated o such an extent as to make them con-
selous of the real pature aumd enormity of the
erime of swindling voters, Most of themn, It i«
fir to assume, have passed bevond the pos
sibility of such a regeneration. But it will e
an dnmense serviee to the publie If they ean
b territied into acknowledging among them-
selves, against thetr will, that election fromls
have become unsafe i New-York. And even
it no sneh salutary offeet can be prodoesd apon
their minds, as digtinguished from thely con-
seienees, it Is extremely desirable that a sapmple
of Justlee shonld be put on publie exhiliftion
to frighten the horde of smaller Knaves apon
whom they depend for the exeentlon of their
purposes, aml who have hitherto been gl o
I lieedd vhenply
